The fourth Rio de Janeiro asylee wes Marcos Pedro Viena, a 
2e-year old student of economics. Viena was else arrested at 
the time of “Operation Birdcage” because his brother-in-law is 
involved in subversive activities. According to Viena, as told 
to a comtact at the Chilean Embassy, he himsel£ was not tortured, 
but he was given a tour of what he claimed te be the Army's 


"eorture” chamber, Moreover, he heard others being “tortured”, 


he said, and was himself threatened with “torture” unless he 
would agree to help trap hia brother-in-law, Only in order te 
escape did Vieme agree but once released sought political 
asylum at the Chilean Embassy. 


A week after the four Braziliens mentioned above had been 
granted asylum, Dr. Maria Octavia Borges and Dr. Resita 
teizeira Mendonca also requested asylum at the Chilesm Bebassy 
im Rie de Janeizre.
